DeGaulle 
Are Not New

WASHINGTON (AP)-French 


President 
Charles cle Gaulle's 


step-by-stcp rebuffs to the Unit- 
ed Stales and Britain are not 
new. The only difference be- 
tween De Gaulle now and a 
few years ago is that he is step- 
ping faster. 


His basic policy—his assertion 


of French 
independence from 


American leadership — was al- 
ready French policy before he 
was called back to office as 
premier in June 1958. But he 
has truly broadened it. 


The Associated Press report- 


ed from London Thursday night, 
that diplomatic sources said his 
envoys in various capitals are 
openly suggesting Western Eu- 
ropean 
nations 
dissassociate 


themselves 
from 
the 
United 


States in every way possible. 


A month after lie took office 


six years ago he announced 
France would not accept a nu- 
clear test-ban treaty unless it 
was linked with a disarmament 
inspection 
system. 
This, 
of 


course, was a dream of the fu- 
ture. 


He said France would make 


itself a nuclear power. But a 
year before he became premier 
French Defense Minister Cha- 
ban-Dehnas, a 
Gaullist, said 


France would never accept a 
ban 
imposed 
by 
its 
allies 


against French manufacture of 
nuclear weapons. 


He said "we have need of 


America but America also has 
need of us." 


So De Gaulle was only re- 


peating what was already pol- 
icy and last year, when he re- 
fused to join the American-So- 
viet-Bntish limited nuclear test- 
ban treaty, he was only restat- 
ing an old position. 


But De Gaulle for a good while 


after taking office—he became 
president for a seven-term in 
1959—didn't badger 
the United 


States as much as he did later 
for one obvious, and one possi- 
ble, reason. 


The obvious reason was that 


he had his hands full trying to 
bring to peaceful conclusion the 
Algerian 
rebellion which had 


France split in half. He didn't 
succeed in that until 1962. 


It is possible De Gaulle was 


reluctant to have been as defi- 
ant or unpleasant with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, from 1958 to 
1961, as he was from 1961 until 
now with President 
Kennedy 


and Johnson. 


Eisenhower was an interna- 


tional hero and De Gaulle might 
have injured himself in an en- 
tanglement with the man who 
led the liberation of Europe. 
Kennedy and Johnson were un- 
knowns when De Gaulle went to 
work on them. 


Nevertheless, he did badger 


Eisenhower, too. In 1959 he sug- 
gested that France, by destroy- 
ing the nuclear monopoly of the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, would create 
a third 


force in the world and provide 
''equilibrium." 


Also in 1959 he made clear 


France wanted no part of hav- 
ing its armies integrated with

Congress Is

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


economy-talking Congress is get- 
ting ready to vote on a $10,000-a- 
year pay raise for itself: from 
?22,500 to $32,500, an increase of 
14 per cent. 


Living costs have gone up only 


about 15 per cent since Congress 
ast boosted its own salary in 
1955. That was also a $10,000 in- 
crease, from $12,500 to $22,500. 


The m e a s u r e 
approved 


iVednesday by the House Rules 
Committee, thus clearing it for 
a vote, would raise the salary of 
most other federal employes, in- 
cluding Supreme Court justices, 
"abinet members and top offi- 
cials. 


All this had the blessing of 


Presidents Kennedy and John- 
son. In his next year's spending 
Dudget, which Johnson handed 
Congress in January, he asked 
$455 million to take care of such 
salary increases. 


Earlier last year two groups 
—the National Civil Service 
League and a •• special 12-man 
advisory panel appointed by 
Kennedy — recommended rais- 
es. One recurrent theme in the 
push to boost salaries is that 
present salary scales . prevent 
the government from getting the 
kind of men needed to run it ef- 
ficiently. 


But today an important House 


member found an even newer 
way for Congress to spend more 
millions on itself. This was Rep. 
Wright Patman, 
D-Tex., the 


House Banking and Currency 
Committee chairman. 


Patman suggested "Congress 


needs a vast increase" in the 
number of its technical consult- 
ants and legal and economic ad- 
visers. He proposed still another 
new office building for the 435 
House members.
